A true and exact Relation of the late 
prodi..ious Earthquake and Erup- 
tion of the Mount na, or Monte-_ 
Gibello, as it came in a Letter writ- 
tento His Majeſty from Naples,by 
the Right Honourable the Earl of 
Winchilſea, lis Majeſties late Am- 
baſſador at Conſtantinople, who in his 
return from thence, viſited Catania,an 
eye witneſs of that dreadful ſpeRacle,

May it pleaſe your MajesTv, 
SEM ES2Z NC my Voyage from 
SS S« Malta to thu place, 
8) wherein I have uſed all 
the diligence the ſeaſon 
hath grven me leave, I 
ried at the (ity of 
Catania in Sicily, and was there moſt 
kindly Invited by the Biſhop to lodge 
A232 in 
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in his Palace, which T accepted, that ſe 
F might be the better able to inform'Your 
Mapeity of that extraordinary Fire, 
which comes from Mount Gibel 15 miles 
diſtant from that City; which for its hoy- 
rtdneſs im the aſpet, for the vaſt quantity 
thereof, ( for it is 15 miles mlength, and 
7. im breadth) for its monſtrous devaſta- 
tron,and quick progreſs, may be termed an 
Inundation of Fire, a Floud: of Fire, Cin- 
ders and. burning Stones, burning with 
that Rage as to advance into the Sea 600 
yards, and thatto amile in breadth,which 
1 jaw ; and" that;which did augment my 
admiration" was , :t0: ſee in the Sea thts 
matter like ragged rocks, burning in four 
fathom water, .'t\6 fathom higher then 
the Sea itſelf, ſome: parts liquid and mo- 
ving, and throwing off ,' not without great 
violence, 'the- ſtones- about-it which like 4 
cruſt'of: 8 vaſt bigneſs ;and._red bot, fell 


into 
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inte the Sea every. LE in ſome place 
or other , cauſing a great and horrible 
noiſe , ſmoak, and Fer 2h in the Sea: 
and thus more and more commg after t, 
making a firm foundation in the Sea. it 
ſelf. T layed there from nine a Clock on 
Saturday morning, to ſeven next morning, 
and this Mountain of Fire and Stones, 
with Cinders, had advanced into the Sea 
20 yards at leaſt, m ſeveral places, in the 
middle of this Fire, which burn'd in the 
Sea, it hath formed a paſſage like toa 
River, with its Banks on Fs fide very 
ſteep and craggy, and in this Channel 
moves the greateſt quantity of this Fire, 
which is the moſt liquid,with Stones of the 
fame compofition, and Cnders all red hot, 
[wimming upon the fire of a great magni- 
tude ; from this River of Fire doth pro- 
ceed under the great Maſſe of the Stones 
which are generally three fathom high all 

over 
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over the Country, where it bttrnt ant in 
other places much more, there are f-cret 
Conduits or Rivulets of thu lignis mat- 
ter, which Communicates Fire and heat 
into all parts more or leſs, and melts the 
Stones and Cinders by fitsin thoſe places 
where it toucheth them, over and over a- 
gain ; where it meets with Rocks or 
Houſes of the ſame matter (as many are) 
they melt and go away with the Fire. 
where they find ether compoſitions they 
turn them to lime or aſhes, (C as I am in- 
formed.) T he compoſition oe this Fire, 
Stones and Cinders, are Sulphur, Nitre, 
_ Quick-filver, Sal-Armoniac, Lead, Iron, 
Braſs,.and all other Mettals. It moves 
not regularly, nor conſtantly down hill , in 
ſome places it hath made the Valleys 
Hills, and the Hills that are not high are 
now Valleys. When it was night 1 went 
upon two Towers in. divers' places, and 


could 
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could plainly ſee at 10 miles diſtance, as 
we judged, the Fire to begin to runfrom- 
the Mountain in a dire# line, the flame 
to aſcend as high and as big as one of the 
bigheſt and greateſt Steeples in Your Ma- 
Jeſties Kingdoms, and to throw up great 
Stones into the Air, I could diſcern the 
Keiver of Fire to deſcend the Mountain of 
a terrible fiery or red colour, and ſtones of 
a paler Red, to ( wim thereon, and to be, 
— ſome as big as an ordinary T able. We 
could ſee this fire to move in ſeveral other 
places, and all the Country covered with 
Fire, aſcending with great Flames , 
in many places, ſmoaking like to aviolent 
- furnace of Iron melted , making a noiſe 
with the great pieces that fell, eſpecially 
thoſe which fell into the Sea. A Cavalier 
of Malta, who lives there, and attended 
we, told me, that the River was as liquid 
where it iſſues out of the Mountain , az 
water, 


water, and came out like a Torrent with 
great violence, and is frue or' fix fathom 
deep, and as broad, and that noſlines do 
fink therein, T aſſure Your Ayjefly, no 
Pen can expreſs how: terrible it is, nor 
can all the Art and Induſtry of. tbeworld 
quench, or divert that which is burning 
in the Country. In qo dayes time it hath 
 deftroyed the habitations.of 27 thouſand 
perſons, made two Hills of one, 1000 pa- 
ces high , a piece, and.one 1s four miles in 
compaſs, as Your 1N4ajefty will ſee by the 
draught that I take. the __ to. ſend 
herewith , it was the bet I could get, but 
hath nothing of the Progreſs.intothe Sea. 
ahe. confuſion was ſo. great in the Gy, 
Thich: 1s almoſt. [ſurrounded with Moun.- 
tains of Fire, that I cand not get anyto 
draw one, bus 1 have taken: care to have 
one ſent after me. for Your Majeſly, Of 
20000 | perſons: which inhabited Cata- 
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123090 did only remain ; all their Goods 
are carried away,” the Cannonsof Braſs 
are removed out of the Caſtle, ſome great 
Bells taken down, the (ity-Gates Walled 
up next the Fire, and preparation made 
all to abandon the City. 

That Night which T lay there, it 
Rained Aſpes all over the City, and Ten 
Miles at Sea it troubled my Eyes, This 
Fire in its Progreſs met with a Lake of 
four eMiles in compaſs, and it was 
zot only jog to fill it up, though it 
was four fathom deep, but hath made of 
it a Mountain.

ERUPTION 


As it is ColleRed out of ſeveral Relations from 


CATANI A. 


3X2 Ount Ztna, or Monte Gibello, a Moun- 
ls tain ſo Renowned chroughout the 
MG World for its height and greatneſs , 
but much more hs thole Prodigions 
lames, Smoak, and Aſhes which it hath caſt 
out from the top of it, whilſt the other parts 
are continually (even in the midſt of Summer ) 
cover'd with Snow, has been for many Ages 
obſery'd once, or ſometimes oftner, in the ſpace 
B 2 of 
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of about fifteen years, to throw up more than 
ordinary Flames, with much Smoak and Stones, 
and great quantities of Aſhes ; which (though 
terrible to the neighbouring Towns and Villa- 
ges) was yet wont,in little time,to abate of its 
tury,and prove but ſeldom more injurious tothe 
Canntrey near ir. than by communicating large- 
ly its aſhes, which though for the preſent it did 
ſomewhat mcommode them, they had after- 


wards a conſiderable Compenſation in the pro- 
duct of their Lands, which by this means were 


render'd more fruitful. 


But on Friday the * of March 1669, the 
Sun was obſerved before its ſetting to appear 


of a pale and dead colour, which (being con- 


trary to what-1t ever before appear'd to us). 


ſtruck no ſmall terror into the Inhabitants , all 
Objx&as appearing allo of the ſame colour, with 


a paleneſs received from that of the Sun. The 


ſame night happened in. this City as well as 
the whole Countrey. hereabouts, a terrible and 
unuſual Earthquake,whoſe ſtrong and unequal 
motions, joyned: with horrible Roarings from 
Monte-Gzbello exceedingly frighted the Inha- 
bitants, but was fo extraordinarily violent in 
the Countrey adjacent, thar the People were 


* forced. 


forced; to- abandon their houles and-to fly, mto 
the Fields'to avoid the danger threatned chem 
from the falling of their houſes The Village 
of Nicoloſ was of all others the moſt dreadiul- 
ly handled by this furious Earthquake , the 
houles' and other buxdings being ſhaken all 
in pieces, and buried in their own Ruines ; the 
poor People (who had prelerved their lives by 
a timely-flight, with ſuch little of their Goods 
astheir haſty fears would permit them to carry 
out with them) continued a night or two 1n the 
fields,beholding with grief and aſtoniſhment the 
ruine of their habitations: but obſerving that by 
thele violent concuſſions, the Earth began to 
open in ſeveral places, and to threaten them 
with inevitable ruine, they fled, though with 
much trouble and amazement to this Ciry. 
Theſe ſhakings of the Earth being fo frequent 
and violent, that the: People went 'reeling and 
ſtaggering, with much difficulty ſupporting one 
onother from-falling, in ſo much-as what with 
their want of ſleep, the pains they. were forced 
to taken travelling, and thegreat terrors im- 
printed on them by what they had ſeen and {ut- 
tered, they appeared at their arrivalin this City 
as ſo many diſtracted People, wholly inſenſible 
* of what they did. This 


Us) 
This dreadful 'comvulfion of the. Farth: was 
mmediacely followed on. Monday March 1 1. 
about 10 at night by three terrible Erantions, 
much about the fame time, and at lictle dance 
one trom the other. 

Theſe ſaid Eruptions were eel to be: on 
the ſide of Monte Gibello, about 2 miles beyond 
the Mountain, called Momtpileri, from whence 
with a aber noiſe it threw up its flames-with 
much fury and violence abont a hundred yards 
in height, its noiſe not roaring only inwards 
from the Belly of the Mountain as before , 
but violently cracking like peals of Ord- 
nance or Thunder, from the fide of it throw- 
ing out vaſt ſtones; ſome of them of 300. 
pound weight, which being ( asit were) ſhot 
chrough che Air, fell ſeveral miles diſtant from 
the place, whilſt the whole Air was filled with 
Smoak, burning Cinders, and Aſhes, which fell 
like a fiery Rain upon the Countrey. 

In the mean time iſſued from the {ide of this 
Prodigious Mountain a vaſt Torrent of Melt- 
ed and burning Matter,which , like an Tnunda- 
tion drowned, as ina Flood of Fi ice, the Coun- 
trey on this fi be oft. 

"This Burning River ran down upon the 
Mountain 
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Mountain Montpiler, " lich,oppoſing its direkt 
courle, it divided. it -{e]t into two ſtreams, 

which enconpuiled the {aid Mountain ; one of 
them taking ics way by La Grardia, the Convent 
| of St. Anne, and Malpaſſo, the other by the 
Towns-of Montpileri and Falicchi ; wil in 
few hours were wholly deſtroyed and loſt, not 
fo much as any ſign of them remaining, with (e- 
veral lefler Villages and Farms, and with 
them the famous | Image of the;bleſſed Lady 
of the Annunciataz which, though highly re- 
verenced thr oughout the what Wand, eſteem- 
ed the Wonder of S:cily and the whole World, 
and to which:the.people with mach Devotion 
relorred in Pilgrimage from the' remoteſt parts, 
was alſo {wallowed up and conſumed by this 
.dreadtu} Torrent. 

This: hiery and burning. Deluge immediate- 
ly ſpread it ſelfto above ſix miles in breadth, 
fceming to be ſg;newhat of the colour of melt- 
ed and burning Glaſs; but, as 1t cools, be- 
comes hard and Rocky, and every where. in 
its paſlage leaves Hills and Pyramids of that 
Matter behind 1. | 

At the ſame time Monte Gibello fromits top 
raged with dreadful Flames,which with its w_ 

an 
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and concuſſions of the Earch ſtill continuing, / 
added not a lice ito the Terror of the . People; : 

who ran with Cries and' Lamentations about 

the City and Countrey, expecting nothing but 

to be ſwallowed: up or conſumed by Fire, ha- 

ving no other apprehenſi ions but of Death,and 
a general Conflagration. 

The. two Torrents of Fire forward , de- 
ſtroying all things in their way, and by Wed- 
neſday, 'March 13th, had on the Weſti-fide 
branched it ſelf into ſeveral ſtreams, and over- 
ran Campo Rotundo, St. Pietro, and. Meftorbian: 
co,with La Potielli, ahd St. Antonino ; and on 
the Eaxft-part ruin d the lower part of Maſcal:- 
cia, arid Le Placcht, taking its way towards 
this City. 

On Thurſday the 14th, the Wind came Eaſt- 
ward;.an which day fell abundance of Rain, 
which abated not the progreſs of the Fire; 
which on the Eaſt-ſade had irom Maſcalucia 
made its way to St. Gioyanni di Galermo, the 
lower part whereof it deſtroyd; and paſling | 
on, ſeem'd to threaten this City on one fi de, as 
did that on the Weft-ſide the other. 

As the Fire approached, the Religious every 


where appeared with much Devotion,carrying 
in 
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in Proceſſion then Reltiques, eſpecially thoſe of 
Sr. Agatha, the'famons Martyr of Catania, in 
which they repoſed no fmall confidence, follow- 
ed by great mulcitudes of People, ſome of thetn 
mortifying themlielves with Whips and other 
fignes of Pennance, with great cotiiplaitits and 
cries, expreſſing their dreadful expeQation of 
the events of thole Prodipions Frery Inun- 
dations. | : 202 (4 nn 
Whilſt the People werethusbuſjed intheir 
Devotions, and aſtoniſht by therr Fears, News 
was brought tothe Magiſtrates of the City 
that a conſiderable number -of Thieves an 
Robbers haditaken the opportuniry of this ge- 
neral Diſtrattion,to'make a Prey of the already 
diſtreſſed People, and that they had murdered 
ſeveral of them for their Goods; and that it 
was to be fear'dthat the City of Catania itſelf 
might run ſome danger from the great numbers 
__of them which were about the Countrey, and 
from thence rook thetropportunities'to get into 
the Town. Whereupsn,conſultation being had 
for the prevention of farther miſchief from 
them, the Commander of the Caſtle was Or- 
dered with a confiderable number of Horſe, and 
a party of Spaniards, to ſecure the Conntrey, 
| and 
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and City againſt theſe Robbers ; whoimmie- 
diacely ſene our ſeveral parties with his Provoſt 
Marſhal, with Orders to ſeize on all ſulpc&ed 
perſons, = {ach as were not able to give a 
good account of themielves : and, for ſuch as 
were taken.in the Fact» robbing, to Execute 
them by Martial Law , without any tarcher 
Tryal; and accordingly cauſed three pair of 
Galloy's to be ſet up for their ſpeedy Execu- 
tion 3 one before the Gate Dz Aci, a {econd in 
the Markt place, and a third before the Gate 

Della Decima, (etting ſtrong Guards upon the 
mga of the Ciry , and: cauſing all luipected 
Houſes to be ſearched, an Account to be given 
in of all Lodgers and ſuch perſons to be ſecu- 
red, as could- any ways fall under a ſuſpitt- 
ON. 

The poor Peovlegut of the Collundcry bes 
ing by this Prodi.ious calamity ſtript out of all 
their Eſtates, and reduced ro great extremicy, 
fled moſt of them for refyge and relief to this 
City, wich great Lamentations moving the 
Charity of the Magiſtrates, who were realy 
inclined to give them the beſt aliiftance they 
were able; and ihe Cirizens moved bv thor 
Complaints and Suffcrings, freely. op<ii'd thrir 

Doors 
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Doors. *#lling their Houſes with as many of. 
thoſe diffreed People, as they could.poflibly. 
receive; the Biſhop, andall perſons of Quality 
and Eſtare contributing largely for their ſup- 
port, til] better Order could be taken for the 
diſpoſing of them. 

The City of Meſſina allo, and ſeveral other 
Cites ( informed of this extraordinary Cala- 
micy ) ſent hicher large ſupplies of Provi- 
ſions, offering their beſt adſiſtanceto this place, 
19 caſe of extremity. 

All the Elements at this time ſeemed to make 
War upon us, and to conſpire together tor the 
uniſhment of: the Inhabitants: the Air was - 
continually darkened with Clouds and Smoke, 
avicated by great and violent Winds,and often- 
times ſhowred down great Rains, inſomuch as 
the Sun from the beginning of theſe Eruptione, 

very ſeldom appeared to us, and when it did, 
with extraordinary paleneſs, ) for a little time 
only, and (as it were , abhorring ſo dreadful a 
SpeQacle) ſoon hid its face again under a thick 
Cloud. 
| TheSea ran much higher than it was wont 
todo, and by its extraordinary Koaring, and 
To ſome places overflowing ics Bauks, added 
EC: 4 not 
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not a little'to our Conſternation. The Eand eve, 
ry Where infeſted with Thieves, in fo much that 
till by the extraordinary care taken by the Ma- 
viſtrates and Officers, ſevere execution was don 
_ upon ſuch as were apprehended i in the Fact,no 

Perſon was able to ſtir abroad without danger 
of his like ; whilſt the Fire, by this prodigious 
overflowing of the Mountain, threatened to 
take poſleſſion of all. 

On Friday the 15th the ſtream of "FO 
Matter which deſtroyed the lower part of. S7. 
Giovanni di Galermo, divided it {elf into two 
parts, one of its branches taking its way to- 
ward Mo$jerbianco, the other threatening the 
City of Catania, but this laſt was obſerved to 
move with more ſlownels than before, ha- 
ving 1n 24. hours time ſcarcely gained 20 pa- 
Ces. oils reg 
On the 18th being Monday, the Torrents 
being ſtill ſeen to draw nearer and nearer to 
this City, the Senate with Monlegnior Cambu- 
chi, the Biſhop of this place , followed by all 
the Clergy Secular and Regular, and an inft- 
nite number of People, went in a ſolemn Pro- 
ceflion out of this City to Monte de St. Sofia, 


carrying. out with greateſt Devotion their 
choiceſt 
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choiceſt Relicks, and upon an Altar ere&ed in 
view of the Mountain, expoſed them, where 
they Celebrated Maſs,and uſed the Exorcilmes 
accuſtomed upon ſuch extraordinary occaſions, 
all which time the Mountain ceaſed not as be-. 
fore with exceſlive roaring to throw up its 
ſmoak and flames with extraordinary vio- 
lence, and abundance of great ſtones, which 
were carried through the Air, ſome of them 
falling wichin theic view, though at ten miles di- 
ſtance from the Eruption ; the Aſhes which 
proceeded from thence were ſcattered in great 
abundance, as well on this City as on the Coun- 
 trey adjacent, every. where in the Fields with 
Cinders, and the heat of the ſaid Aſhes deſtroy- 
ing the Graſs, which obliged the People to 
drive away their Cattle to a farther diſtance , 
which would otherwiſe have periſhed for want 
of food. | | | 
Theſe ſtreams of ruine daily crept nearer and 
nearer to this City,but by uneven and irregular 
motions,according as it was more or leſs {upplyd 
from its fountain; but on Wedneſday-the 2oth, 
we perceived that that branch of it which ſeem- 
ed moſt to threaten this City trom St.Giovannt 
di Galermo was wholly extinguiſht, and the o- 
ther 
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ther which bent its'courſe towards Mofer-b;. 
anco ran bur ſlowly and gave us ſome Hopes 
that its fifry was alſo near ſpent, but the other 
Torent which had before overflownMo$terbian- 
co, continned its motion with as much violence 


as ever, being in breadth above a Muſquet ſhot 
over; but-1 in probability could not eaſily over- 


flow to the Weſtwards which was defended 


by its Rocky ſcicuation ; another branch which 


ran by Santo Pietro was obſerva to be much. 


larger | then the reſt , and its ſtream more 


quick and active, bur 1 meeting with ſome op- 


poſition 1n its way , Ir made {ome ſtop, one- 
ly ſending out a Rivolet. toward ' the - Eaſt- 

wards about three or four yords wide , of its 
moſt ſubtle and aftive matter , which dire&- 
edits courſe towards a ſmall Village about a 
furlong diſtant from its main ſtream ; another 
Branch threatened Campo Rotyundo, but bent its 
courſe Weſtwards towards the Farme of Val- 
corrente, where its Fiery body was ſcattered 


into ſeveral deep and Rocky places, without 


any conſiderable damage. 

About this time we had hopes that the vio- 
lence of this eruption had been over, the 
Mountain not throwing. out its Eames with 
| that 
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' that violence as before, and its noiſe and roar- 
ing in a great meaſure ceaſed. 


Thok who at neareſt diſtance took a view 


_ of the Mountain, informeg, that the top of 


it was fallen 10, and the | Mountain ſuppoſed 


to watitnear-a mile of its former height ; that 


the largeſt of the Mouths from whence theſe 
Fiery ſtreams were vented, was abour halte 
a mile in compals, but the. view of this 


dreadltul inundation ROSE {o much terror in 


it as they were not able to expreſs; from all 
theſe Mourhs were vomited Rivers of a thick 
and fiery ſubſtance of ſtone and Metals melted, 
whole deprh was various according to the fob 
veral places ic filled in its paſſage, in ſome 
places 4, in others 8, 12 or 15 yards and up- 
wards ; irs breadth in ſome places 6 miles, in 


others much more ; ics Flame like that of Brink 
ſtone, and irs motion like that of Quickſilver; 


advancing ordinarily very ſlowly, unle(s where 
it was provoked by the addition of a freſh 
Torrent,or ſome conſiderable deſcent. Where-_ 
ſocver it paſſed, it left large heaps of its con- 

-alcd .natter, with which it: covered and burnt 
the 'Earth, melting the walls of Caſtles and 


: Miuales', throwing down. and conſuming all 


betore 
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beforem,nothing being yet foundable to reſiſt 
its force, nor any thing able to quench. ics burn- 
ing, Water being obſerved rather to add to its 
fury ; whereſoever ithas paſled, it has left its 
dreadful marks behind it, levelling ſome hills 
and raifing others, ſo much changing rhe {cicua- 
tion, that not the leaſt trace of any place or 
Town remains, nothing being to be teen but 
confaſed heaps of ragged Stone, which yielding 
a noifome fume, ſtrikes terror and aſtoniſhment 
1ato all that beholdit. 

On Friday the 22, the Mountain again roar- 
ed with mich loudneſs, and threw up fram its 
Mouth a vaſt quantity of Matter, which form- 
ed two large Hills higher and larger then that 
of Montpilers,with x large bank of the ſame mat- 
ter to the Eaſtwards, ſending down a violent 
ſtream of its liquid Matter towards Malpaſſo, 
much enlarging the former Curcent,and paſling 
thence to Campo Rotundo and Santo Pictro,com- 
pleated the Rumes of thoſe Towns,driving fu- 
"© rronfly towards MoSter-b;anco; the other ſtream 
by Santo Gioparni ai Galermo being wholly di- 
verted and exrmeguiſher. 

From this time cull the 25 th, the Mountain 
contitined filent, bur then 4t burſt out agam 
with 


uf 
with more force than ever before, its noiſe 
much fouder, like peals of Ordnance, and fo 
forcible and laſting, as for 24 hours it cauſed 
a ſhaking and trembling in our Buildings, che 
Ailo filled with ſmoak and Afhes, as darken- 
ed the face of the Sky. 

The Birds and Fowl about this time, either 
through want of Food, or illaeſsof Air, 
which was corrupted with the nozſome {mells 
ariſing from theſe Burnings» were obſerved to

On the 2$th, the Grand Current was advan- 


ced near the City as far as the old Capucins, 
which ſtruck ſo great a Terror into the People, 
that moſt of them left the City,only ſome Ot- 
ficers remaining with ſuch perſonsas were un- 
der their Command, who have ſecured and ſent 
away the Magazine and all the Artillery from 
the Caſtle. | 
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A Later Relation from "nc 
bearing Date the 27th of April, 
gives us this farther Account :

He Dreadful Inundation from Monte G#- 
beIlo having deſtroyed many CaStles and 
Towns, with an infinite loſs, and utter ruine to 
the Inhabitants, arrived lately with- a renewed 
Force at Moſtor-bianco , which it has whol- 


ly. rain'd,, from thence paſſing on to Alba-._ 


nelli,"in four Dayes ſpace deſtroyed all the 
Gardens and Vineyards, with 63 Thouſand 
Vines. 

On Wedneſday, April i 6. With an Impetu- 
ous Fiery Torrent 1t came towards Sardanells, 
where all the remainder of the Inhabitants of 
this City were SpeQators of it, which reſembled 
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_ G6) 
a River of melted and burning Braſs, about 
tenElls wide,canning with ſwiftneſs to the Arch 
of Marcus Marcellus,a Famous Piece of Antiqui- 
ty, and paſſing under it, ruin'd about 6 Ells of 
it, (hich was the breadth of the Current in 
that plzce : from thence ir ran ro Madonna di 
Mozſcrrato, which it wholly deſtroyed : then 
falling down to Madonna delle Gratze, it entred 
in at one Gate, and paſled through another, 
without any confiderable hurt, and running 
through the Gate Della Decima, filled all the 
Plaine Di Schiara Viya, where it was above 
fix Ells deep. . Then taking its way towards 
the Bulwark, on the Sea-fide, under the Caſtle 
of this City, it ran by, two Ells. deep into 


the Sea ; in which, ( to the great wonder 


of all that ſaw it) it has made its Progreſs a 


© mile in length , and as much in breadth , 


and is drawing towards the Gate of the 
Channel , which gives us great Appre- 
henfions, leaſt it may that way Invade the 
City it ſelf: Nor is there leſs Danger on 
the fide Del Tindaro, where there runs a 
great Torrent of the ſame Active matter , 
which drawes near , and ſeemex to threaten

the Walls, and is in that place about a 
mile in breadth , having over-flowed and de- 


ſtroyed all the Gardens, from the Gate 
Della Decora, as farr as Madonna delli 4- 


mellati, ©
